Live Stock ck Miscellany. 


There have been marketed the 
past year from the New Mexico 
range nearly 40,000 head of beef 
steers. 


The opinion is almost universal 


in the west that cattle properties of 
all classes will show a decided ad- 
vance in value during the year 
1888. 

Nine thousand head of cattle 
were sold in Colfax county the 
other day for Spring delivery. The 
price was $13 a head round, calves 
to be counted. Not so bad for an 
off year. Somebody has faith in 
cattle yet, praise the Lord. 


Probably fifty thousand cows 
have been sold this year in Kansas 
City, St. Louis and Chicago, at 
from $1 10 to $1 25 per hundred, 
sent all the way from Texas. After 
freight and commission was paid 
the net value received was from 
four to six dollars. Better have 
killed at home and sold the hides.

The Antiquity of Branding. 

The following is an extract from a 
foot-note in the last installment of 
“Hornless Ruminants” in the cur- 
rent number of the American Nat- 
uralist, showing the autiquity of 
branding and rounding-up: “Ag- 
riculture held a high place in 
Egypt. As agriculturists they were 
tru: | adepts. They were wonderfully 
aided by the overflowing of the 
fruitful Nile. The peasant ranked, 
however, above the pastor or herds- 


man, The “herds,” indeed, were 


an inferior class, and were, as in- 
dividuals, looked down upon. The 

rich, landed proprietors possessed 
large flocks and stocks of cattle,’ 
sheep and goats, etc., on their es- 
tates. The denomination of pastor 
did not extend to the farmers who 
bred their own sheep or cattle; 
merely to those who herded them. 
The herds were looked over by the 
superiors of the estate, and they 
fully understood the different 
stages of grazing and stall feeding. 
These stewards selected their 
shepherds, who held a responsible 
trust. Such as were skilled in cat- 
tle management were “chosen to 
make them rulers over the cattle.” 
Nothing was neglected. Branding 
Was an annual operation. The 
royal cattle were branded or tat- 
tooed on their rumps with their 
regular numbers, as ‘Palace 86, 
eta. In some parts the ‘herds of 
cattle grazed on common pastur- 
ages and were liable to be mixed. 
Hence this branding, which became 
imperative. It was, indeed, an an- 
nual ‘round-up,’ which has thus a 
most respectable antiquity. IIlus- 
trations of all these operations are 


found on the monuments, which 
are a perfect pictorial récord of 
these wondrons ancient times 
handed dewn to us in an imperish- 
| able form.”

Fall Text of Judge Bigelow’s De- 
cision--The Authorities Cited 
—Ete. 


This morning Judge Bigelow filed 
his decision in the vase of the Reno 
Smelting, Milling and Reduction 
Works vs. The Commissioners for 
the Care of the Insane of the State 
of Nevada, with the County Clerk. 
Below will be found the decision in 
full. 

: THE DECISION. 


Reno Smelting, Milling and Reduc- 
tion Works, Plaintiff, vs. C. C. Ste- 
venson, JT. Hallock, Geo. Tufly, 
S. Bishop and M. J. Curtis, defen- 


danta. 

From the facts admitted and proven 
in this case it appears that the plain- 
tiff d since the 2lst day of August, 
— been the owner and in 3 
session of the premises described in 
the complaint, and that the land 1 
situated upon the north bank of the 
Truckee river. 

In September, 1886, after seourin 
the right so to do from the owners o 
the land situated above its own premi- 
ses, the plaintiff constructed a dam 
across the river, a few hundred feet up 
the stream, and by means thereof, 
and of d:tch and flume leading there- 
from, diverted a portion of the Truckee 
river, and used them to produce power 
to run the reduction works. 

During all the time that the plain- 
tiff has been using the water, there has 
been a considerable amount flowing 
over the crest of its dam, aud passing 
on down the bed ofthe stream. Be- 
fore the ditch and flume of the plain- 
tiff’s can be filled to its full capacity, it 
is necessary that there should be a 
head of water standiug in the pond, 
about ten inches above, or higher than 
the crest of the dam, and, of course, 
whenever water to that depth is flow- 
ing over the dam, this head is produced. 
This head can also be produced by 
raising the hight of the dam. Except 
for the purpose of producing this head 
of water in the pond, all the water 
flowing over the dam is running to 


The State of Nevada isthe owner of 
certain lands, used by it forthe pur- 
pose of an insaue asylum,and which 
are also situated upon the Truckee 
river, at a point below the premises of 
the plaintiff. The water used by the 
plaintiff in running its works, is re- 
turned to the river again before it 
reaches the land belonging to the 
State. Between the north and south 
branches of the river, is situated what 
is known as Scott Island. This island 
forms the southern bank of the plain- 
taff’s pond, and upon it the south end 
of the dam abuts. Thetwe branches 
unite just below the dam. 

During last Summer the defendants, 
O. C. Stevenson, J. F. Hallock, and 
George Tufly, acting as Commission- 
ers for the Care of the Insane of the 
State of Nevada, and the other defend- 
ants as their agents and employees, 
for the purpose of obtaining power 
needed to pump water into the asy- 
lum, ran a flume across the river, up 
the south bank, and, after crossing the 
south brauch, cut through Scott Is- 
land into the pond of water made by 
the plaintiff's in the. north brancb. 
The flume enters the pond ata point 
about fitty feet above the plaintiff's 
dam, and takes water therefrom at a 
level of about sixteen inches below | 
the dam, considering the crest to be 
the top of the flash-board, which is 
used during ordinary low stages of 
water, and which is ten inches in 
width. 

By means of this flame the defend- 
ants can divert about eight cubic feet 
of water per second. There is more 
than this amount at all times passing 
over the crest of the plaintiff's dam, 
but its diversion will, to some extent, 
reduce the level of water in the plain- 
in's pond and consequently the 
amount ey 3 into its. ditch and 
flume during the ordinary stages of 
the water. 

Upon these facts what are the rights 
of the 168? , 

In their argument of the case, the 
plaintiff’s counsel, have placed their 
right te recover, entirely upon what is 
known as the “Riparian doctrine,’’ or 
the right, which, at common law, the 
owner of land on the banksof astream 
has to the flow, without material dim- 
inution of the water naturally flowing 
therein; and as that is the only point 
that I deem it necessary to consiier in 
decermising the case, I shall not refer 
to any other. 

In deciding it, I am relieved of the 
responsibility of determining whether 
this doctrine, or that of prior appro- 
priation should prevail io this State, 
or which ia for the best interests of the 
people generally. I am not even- 
call 
view the Supreme Court may ta ke of 
these matters when this case comes be- 
fore them for final decision. 

I understand it, where an ap- 
ate has once upon any 
point that may be involved in another 
case upon trial in a subordinate court, 
it is the duty of the latter to follow the 
ruling thus made, to the end, that 
— may be as much certainty and 
as in the administration 

of the law. 


If that ruling is to be chan or re- 
ferred, or qualified, it devolves upon 
the reme Court alone, or, in a 

roper case, the Supreme Court of the 
Dnited States to do so. 
Admittedly in the case of Vansickle 
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ed upon to speculate as to what 


wards purchasing land from which 
the water had been so diverted would, 
of course, only get what was left. 

The former owner—the United States 
—having already sold or given the 
water to one, it would only have the 
land, but without tbe water, to sell or 
give, to another. 


thorized the diversion of the water, 
then anyone obtaining a title to the 
land would obtain a title te the water 
that naturally flowed over it, as well, 
notwithstanding some one without 
right had taken the water away. 

u the case of Vansickle vs. Haines 
Vansickle bad, in 1857, diverted a por- 
tion of the waters of Daggett creek, 
which, in its natural channel, flowed 
through a tract of public land. In 
1864, and previous, of course, to the 
Act of a of July, 1886, author- 
izing such diversion, Haines obtained 
tent to this tract of public land. 
nder these circumstances, it was, 
among other things, held, first, that 
a private owner of land who has never 
authorized any one to divert it, has a 
right to haveall the water that natur- 
ally flows over his land, to continue 
so to flow, with some exveptions, 
which do not call for notice here. 

Secondly, that the United States has 
all the rights in its public lands that 
any private owner can have. 

hirdly, that prior to the Act of 
July, 1886, the United States had 
never authorized anyone to divert 
water away from its lands. 

Fourthly, that auyone purchasing 
land from the United States, from 
which it has never authorized the 
diversion of the water, has the same 
right to have it flow there 
that the United States had. It 
consequently: followed, as neither 
the furmer owner, the United States, 
nor the present owner, Haines, had 
ever authorized Vansickie to divert 
the water, he had no right to do so, 
and his diversion was unlawful. Ia 
Broder vs. the Natoma Water Co., 
101 U. S., 276, the third proposition 
above stated, came up for considera- 
tion before the Supreme Court of the 
United States, and it was there, in ef- 
fect, held, that the right to divert 
water from the public lands, did exist 
before the passage of the law of July, 
1886; that this Act was rather the re- 
cognition of a preceding right te di- 
vert water, than the establishment 
of a new one. Upon this point, then 
Vansickle vs, Haines, was virtually 
overruled, but not so far as the law 
of riparian ownership was coucerved. 
Broder vs. the Water Co, did not touch 
upon that. 

But it is claimed that the vase of Ho- 
bart vs. Wicks, 15 Nevada, 419, is in 
conflict with the riparian doctrines of 
Vansickle vs. Haines, and being a 
later case has consequently overruled 
it. In that case the land owned by the 
plaintiff, Hobart, bad belonged to the 
United States up to October, 1873. In 
that month it was patenied to his 
grantors. 

Alder creek, in its natural channel, 
flows through this land. In 1872, and, 
of course, while the land still belonged 
to the United States, the defendant 
had diverted the water of the Greek, 
at a point above this land, and used it 
for operating a flume. Here was the 
very case provided for bythe Act of 
July, 1866. The United States, while 
it still owned the land, had authorized 
Wicks to divert away the water that 
naturally flowed over it. He did so; 
and then Hobart purchased the land, 
in the condition in which it was, but, 
necessarily, without the water. No 
matter whether the riparian doctrine 
be the liw or not, Hobart had no right 
to the water. No principle decided in 
Vansickle vs. Haines was involved, 
in Hobart vs. Wicks, and there is no 
conflict between them. In April, 1885, 
our Supreme Court decided the case of 
Jones vs. Adams, 6 West Coast Rep., 
140, and it is supposed that this has 
overruled Vausickle vs. Haines, upon 
the points involved here. 

In that case it appears that the plain- 
tiff, Jones, was the lower proprietor of 
land situated upon Sierra creek, to 
which he obtained a patent in 1865. In 
1860, the defendant, Adams, had taken 
water from this creek, above the plain- 
Liff, and used it for irrigating purposes. 
Under these circumstances, Jones 
contended, in accordance with the 
third proposition, above stated, as de- 
cided in Vansickle va Haines, that 

rior to the Act of July, 1866, the 

nited States had never authorized 
anyone to divert water from its lands, 
and of course, had never authorized 
Adams todoso. That, as he bad ob- 
tained a patent to bis land in 1865 it 
did not belong tothe United States, 
when the Act of 1866 was passed, and 
as that Act could not attempt to take 
away water that belonged to him, and 
which he had purchased from the 
United States, Adams had no right 
from anyone to do so. This must have 
been the line of his reasoning. But 
the Supreme Court following the 
decision in Broder vs. The Water Co., 
supra, held that the law was the same 
beiore the passage of that Act, as it 
was afte: wards, and that consequently 
when Jones purchased his land, from 
which the water had been previously 
diverted, he got only the land and not 
the water, notwithstanding his pur- 
chase was before the Act of 1866, 

Upon this point, the case is in con- 
flict with Vansickle vs, Haines, and 
in so far as they conflicted, the latter 
was, in terms overruled, 
words, it was held in Jones vs. Adams 
that, under the circumstances, the 
doctrine of riparian ownership did not 
apply, while under similar circum- 
stances, Vansickle vs. Haines had 
held that it did apply. But not one 
word is said indicating that it was in- 
tended to-overrule what was said in 
that case concerning the law of fe 1 
rian ownership, as applied to such a 
case as this, where it is 2 to di- 
vert water away from land hfter the 
titlé has pa · sed from the government, 
and is held in private ownership, 

These are the only casesto which 
my attention has been called, which, 
it is claimed, have overruled Van- 
‘sickle vs. Haines, and I conclude that 
upon this point it is still the law of 
this State, and as such decisive of the 
case at bar. It therefore becomes un- 
whether the 
| plaintiff has ever appropriated or 
used all of the water flowing into its 
pond, or whether, while the water was 
actually within its pond, anyone could 


yw lawfully take it away, even if plaintiff 


did not have use for it. 
It follows that the injunction herein 
Should be made 1 .

Messenger Not a Thoroughbred. : 


The Breeder and Sportsman, of 


authority in horse breeding and 
sporting matters, in a two- column 


that Messenger was not a thoreugb- 
bred horse and adduces proof in 
support of its position from the 
facts the following summary: 

Blaze was not thoreughbred be- 
cause, in his pedigree, and only 
three removes from him, we strike 
two lines of unknown blood. 

Sampson, the son of Blaze, was 
not thoroughbred because, first, 
his sire was not thoroughbred, and 
second, his dam, as shown by con- 
temporaneous evidence, was of an 
unknown breeding. 

Engineer, son of Sampson, was 
not thoroughbred because, ‘first, 
his sire was not thoroughbred, and 
second, we strike unknown blood 
on the side of his dam only three 
removes from him. 

Mambrino, son of Engineer, was 
not thoroughbred because, first, 
his sire was not thoroughbred, and 
second, the fifth dam is unknown, 
besides other unknown and unde- 
fined elements in other lines. 

Messenger, son of Mambrino, was 
not thoroughbred, because, first, 
his sire was not thoroughbred, 
and second, his dam, never fully 
identified, scems afterward to have 
been rejected by Mr. Weatherby, 
and as there is no evidence, direct, 
collateral or circumstantial to sup- 
port the pedigree as originally 
given, it must be rejected here. 

Complete and conclusive as these 
facts may be, there is still another 
fact equally complete and still more 
convincing. Messenger possessed 
and transmitted qualities that no 
thoroughbred horse, in the exper- 
ience of man, ever possessed or 
transmitted. This, however, opens 
the door to the literature of the 
whole subject of trotting, upon 
which itis not our intention now 
te enter. The only argument that 
can be urged against this demon- 
stration of the truth that Messen- 
ger was not thoroughbred is the 


| fact that all the horses we have 


named in the male ancestral line of 
Messenger were race-horses. It is 
true they ran and won races at all 
distances, but how fast did they 
run? It is true, also, that some of 
these races were for the distance of 
four miles, but where can you find 
an ordinary plug that is not able 
to run four miles if you give him 
time enough? Some years ago a 
“half-bred” horse won the English 
Derby, and the fastest horse, at all 


distances, by the record, that this 
country has ever produced, was 
not thoroughbred. The rule is that 
“the better the pedigree the better 
chance for a race horse,” but this 
rule has many exceptions.
